On November 29% 1979+ the Mendocino County Superior 
Court issueq a Preliminary Inyunction enjoining tne 
Department from enforcing EAS Sections 44-1L1L365 and 
44-133-7 insofar as the portion from tne required 
Unrelated Adult Mallets (UAM's) contribution whicn is for 
the UAM*s own living expenses and any contribution made 
Dy tne UAMs whether cash or in-kinde for a partial item 
of need which was specifically designated py the UAM to 
be for nis own living expenses was considered under 
tnose regulations to be income available to tne AFDC 
Assistance Unit (AU).s This injunction was. stayed while 
the Department’s appeal was pendinge 


On May Se 1980+ the Court of appeal of the State of 
Californias First Appeallate Districts ordered that the 
injunction be given effect during the remainder of the 
appeal processe On October le 1980¢ tne Court of Appeal 
affirmed the Order granting the preliminary inyunctione 
The Department implemented the preliminary injunction on 
October le 1980 on a prospective basiSe Unaer tne final 
juggment entered into on Novenper 7s 1984+ the terms of 
the preliminary injunction are to ode applied to. tne 
period August L976 through Septemver 1980. 


On November 7s 19849 tne Mendocino County Superior Court 
issued 2 Stipulation of settlement and approval of 
agreement accepting the terms of the Settlement 
Agreement entered into Dy parties to tnis action. 


WoOOd ve Woods 

On January 25 1980s the San Mateo County Superior Court 
issued a Temporary Restraining Orader pronibiting the 
Department from implementing regulations amending MPP 
Secti0ns 43-10565* 44-1159 44-133 and 44-106 filed on an 
emergency bDasis effective January le 1980 providing that 
the spouse*’s community property interest in the income 
of a nonadoptive stepparent was to ode considered 
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unconditionally avatlaple to the spouse for tne support 
of tne stepchilda(ren) tiving in tne nome. Qn February 
26<e 19804 the Superior Court ruled in favor of the 
Department by denying the plaintiffs’ application for a 
preliminary injunction ana vacating and dissolving the 
temporary restraining ordere Tne plaintiffs appealea 
this rulinge 


On July 19s 1982+ the Court of Appeal of the State of 
Californias First <Appeallate Oistricts reversed tne 
ruling of tne Superior Courte The Court of Appeal ruled 
that Civil Code Section 5127e5% which was tne basis for 
the amenament to MPP 43-105e5s did not create a duty on 
the part of the stepparent to support nonadopted 
childrene Tnerefores the regulations implemented 
etfective January le 1980 were invalide 


The Omnibus Sudget Reconciliation act ot 1981 manaated 


the inclusion of stepparent income in determining 
eligibility for AFOC penetitss regaraless of whether or 
not a state law mandates support for nonadopted 


cnildrene Tnis rengered the issue presented in the wood 
case moot on a prospective basise 


The Court of Appeals nowevers ruled on Septemper 30» 
1982 that plaintiff’s were entitled to retroactive 
benefits from January lL» 1980 througn Octopver Le 1981s 


On March le» 1985+ the San Mateo County Superior Court 
issued a final judgment wnicn incorporated tne Septemper 
30+ 1982 decision of tne Court of Appeal ana tne terms 
of tne Settlement Agreement entered into vy tne parties

Wrignt ve Woods 

As'a result of tne decision in Garcia ve Swoap (1976) 63 
Cale ADDe 3a 903 certe adener 436 UeSe 930+ tne 
Department implemented regulations (MPP Section 44-316) 
on August Le 1979 providing for supplemental AFDC 
payments to recipients who suffered a loss or daecrease 
of income in the payment monthe Tne regulations 
required that supplemental payments be issued to AFDC 
recipients who requested them in tne month in whicn 
their AFOC payment togetner with tneir total incomes was 
less than 80 percent of the Maximum Ald Payment (MAP )e.

were entitleag to file claims for underpayments as a 
result of not receiving a full supplemental paymente 


Pursuant to the Court of Appeal decision in wrignts tne 
Department 15 required to issue retroactive supplemental 
payments to all claimants who would have seen eligible 
for a supplemental payment from July 18. 1976) = =througn 
December 31+ 1980 for any montn in which tne claimant's 
AFOC payment togetner with total income was less than

On Marcn le 1985+ the San Mateo County Superior Court 
issued a final judgment whicn incorporatea tne May 28%

Aagus ve woods 

On August 25*¢ 1980+ the United State Oistrict Court for 
the Nortnern District of California issuedq a preliminary 
injunction requiring tne Department to cease all 
collection of willfully caused overpayments of AFDC from 
current grantse The court ruled that the Oepartment's 
regulations (MPP Section 44-353) were invalia in that 
they did not provide a process for consideration of tne 
individual facts of each recipient family’s financial 
circumstances in determining undue hardship in 
connection with an AFOC grant adjustments consistent 
witn federal regulations. 


On May le 1981+ tne Department adopred MPP Section 
44-3532241(D) delineating a method of wittful 
overpayment recoupment by grant adjustment whicn 
complied with the Preliminary Injunctione a“ 


The Omnious Budget Reconciliation Act of 1981+ cnanged 
the method of overpayment recoupment. As a result of 
the changes in federal lawe the regulations implementing 
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the preliminary injunction were repealed on April 2s 
1982 and the issue presented in the Angus case is moot 
on a prospective basiSe 


On November 22+ 1982+ the Unitea States District Court 
for the Northern District of California granted
